THE HISTORY OF ¢ OF COMMUNISM 
IN RUSSIA

Since so little is known about Russia 
before the revolution by Americans in gen- 
eral, and since it is of such great importance 
that Americans learn exactly how the Rus- . 
sians were conquered by the Red revolu- 
tionists, we give here a brief general. history 
of Communism in Russia. 

This practical historical observation will 
indicate the similarity of fundamental plans 
employed here in America now to over- 
throw our government. 

Over a thousand years ago there existed 





in northern’ Russia a wonderful republic 


known as NOVGOROD. It was governed 


by-a congress elected by the people which 


‘in turn elected its chief or “POSADNIK”’. 


For centuries this republic prospered until 
the Mongolian tartar, “GENGHIS KHAN”, 
with his mighty armies, conquered and sub- 
jected Russia to horrible slavery for about 
three hundred years. It was not until the 
reign of Catherine Il in 1783 that the last 
tartar was disposed. 

Russian history indicates that prior to 
the tartar invasion, the Russians were thrifty, 
hard-working, law-abiding persons, After 
this infiltration of alien blood there was a 
strong tendency for many of the Russian 
people to live after the pattern of their con- 
querors. Non-productive, plundering, no- 
madic lives were now led by many Russians 
with one tribe continually plundering or re- 
taliating against the invaders, with few or 
no permanent settlements or no agricultural 
production, 

This continued until BORIS 
GODUNOFF of the RURIK dynasty be- 
came convinced that there could be no pro- 
gress or cohesion in his empire unless this 
disruptive custom was abolished. He there- 
fore enacted laws forbidding the migration 
of peasants from the estates where they 
were employed. Efforts to enforce these 
laws failed because inadequate penalties 
were provided. Determined, however, God- 
unoff then enacted another law which gave 
the right to all noblemen who were wealthy 
land owners to hold in bondage all peasants 
employéd by him or even those unemployed 


or unattached to any estate. 


Thus serfdom or slavery was established 
in Russia, By the year 1858 almost half 
the population in Russia was. serfs. 

Communism made its first serious dis- 
turbance in Russia when a band of conspir-

ators followed the pattern of the French 
Revolution by inciting a group of people 
with the idea that they could gain more 
liberty and social equality by killing their 
Czar, government officials, wealthy citizens 
and church leaders. Then in November 
1825 some five thousand revolutionists at- 
tacked the winter palace. These were de- 


feated with much slaughter; but these rev- 
olytionary ideas and theories continued to - 


be propagated by secret international groups 
. who established funds. and printing plants 
in London, Paris, and Geneva. Alexander 
HERZEN was a teader of one of these 
groups. 

These revolutionary societies made little 
progress until in February 19, 1861, the 
emperor deCided to free the Russian serfs 
or slaves.. On that date the emperor issud 
the emancipation proclamation. 

We in America know the violent reaction 
to President Lincoln’s “Emancipation -Pro- 


clamation” and the bloody Civil War that © 


followed in America. It is therefore easy 
to understand the violent anti-czar and anti- 
government feeling many wealthy nobles 


had since they were deprived of a great part. 


of their income in this Social upheaval. At 
this time many of the wealthy nobles and 
their. sons become revolutionists to have 
revenge upon the Czar and government 
for interfering with their source of income. 

From this time on the revolutionists be- 
came a serious problem for the Russian 
government and later many officials were 
assassinated, including the Czar Alexander 
‘Il on March 1, 1881, by the revolutionists. 
The conspirators, then as now, used the 
organize, disorganize, reorganize plan of 
action. . . 

First they organized themselves by the 
aid of international secret revolutionary so- 
cieties and international funds. They gained 
great strength and loyalty by generating a 
persecution against themselves, Their cry 
then, as now, was, “WE ARE BEING PER- 
SECUTED, THEREFORE WE MUST 
STICK TOGETHER”. Also, “WE ARE 
FOR LIBERTY AND EQUALITY FOR 
LABOR; THAT IS WHY WE ARE BEING 
PERSECUTED”. It is easy to see how gul- 
lible people from all ranks of life rush to 
aid these impostors. 

Second, the conspirators disorganized by 
inducing the people to practice false, un- 
workable, ideas and theories. To divide, and 
corrupt, anything that would cause the 
people to separate and ruin themselves, was 
the method taught to the dreamy, gullible 
people. 

Next, they reorganized finally by inflict- 
. ing slavery unparalelled in history upon the 
people. Thus the people did not get the 
liberty and equality they were promised, but 
only a change of masters, the latter far more 
severe than the former, as the abolition of 
private property does not prevent the ex- 
ploitation of man by man, but on the other 
hand, only increases it. 

The fact that the majority of the people 
were gullible and disloyal made the work 


of the revolutionists much easier in Russia. 
Many people would sacrifice the welfare 
of the others for their own personal gain. 
Drunkeness was one of the worst vices and 
immorality likewise was commion ‘among 
the wealthy. The final result was that few 
could be trusted or depended upon to do 
anything except that which satisfied their 
own shallow. greed or vices. In 1905 there 
was an unsuccessful revolution in Russia. 
Finally, in 1917, after the World War I, 
revolutionaries from all over the world— 
from. Berlin, Paris, London, New York, 
Geneva—poured into Russia with finances 
coming in from all over the world, and they 
inflicted the Red slavery in Russia, ‘Without 
the help of certain wealthy international 


financiers, the Russian revolution would: 


have surely failed. Such is the brief history 
of Russian Communism. 


Of course, it must be remembered that 
there are two distinct types of Communists 
—the idealist and the opportunist. - The 
idealist is one who is fooled into thinking 
that Communism will work for the best in- 
terest of the people. The opportunist is the 
one who runs Communism as a business 
and who knows that it can only mean tyran- 
ny and slavery for the people. 

Let us illustrate more clearly what is 
meant by the term “false ideas’. For ex- 
ample, when a man takes out of his med- 
icine cabinet a bottle of poison, mistaking 
it for cough medicine, and takes a drink 
of it, he is granting rights to a false idea 
or an unworkable theory. Of course, only 
trouble results when he does this, simply 
because he violates laws of nature. 

Likewise, when the man. who grants 
rights to the idea that men will gain more 
equality and liberty when the government 
owns all private property, and when the 
Communist politicians are the only and 
all powerful possessors of the government, 
can only expect trouble because wherever 
these unworkable theories have been put 
into practice much less liberty and- much 
less equality were to be had by the majority 
of people. 

The Russian people were not trained to 
oppose Communism, whereas the Commun- 
ist had hundreds of schools and enormous 
sums of money received from certain inter- 
national financiers from all parts of the 
world. + These financiers stand to lose no- 
thing but to benefit by Communism. 

Likewise, the American people are not 
trained today to oppose Communism, but 
actually are isiaed tate tolerating it by 
the radio, press and movies. By keeping 
the people in “continual pursuit” of shal- 
low pleasures. Those devices prevent the 
people from getting a clear view of what 
is really going on in the world or how they 
are slowly but surely being enchained. 

Just as surely as the sun rises and sets, 
so, also, is this Red slavery coming to Am- 
erica, because it might be an unpleasant 
fact, but it still is a fact, that the majority 
of the Americans are out to have a good 
time, to mind their own. business, and to 
look for themselves. Therefore they don’t
